located on the river front the firemen 
could do nothing but !et it burn and 
endeavor to save surrounding property. 


According to the best figures obtain- 


able there was 280,000 bushels of wheat 
Stored in the elevator and about 60 car 
loads which were unloaded, making 
325,000 bushels. The loss on elevator 
and grain will aggregate ?355,000. 


The grain was fully insured at mar- 


ket value, while the elevator was in- 
sured 
for 75 per cent of its value. 


Nearly all the leading grain firms of 
the city had grain stored in it 


Spontaneous combustion is given as 


the cause of the fire. By a fortunate 
shift in the wind two other elevators 
were saved, and some $750,000 worth 
of vessel property in winter Quarters. 
There 
were 30 cars burned on the 


tracks, making an extra loss of $25,- 
000 to 140,000.

Treaty In Statu Quo. 


BENATOE SHERMAN OUTWIHDED. 


After Almost Klght Hours of Continuous 


Executive Session the rriomls of tlio 
Measure Arc Obliged to Yield to an 
Adjournment—Tlio Chuiices Against Its 
Ratification lit This Session. 
Washington, Fe)). 20.—The 
senate 


adjourned after having spent 
almost 


eight hours in continuous executive 
session on the arbitration treaty. No 
result was accomplished beyond voting 
down the motion to postpone further 
consideration 
of 
the 
treaty 
until 


March 5. 


Senator Sherman made repeated ef- 


forts to secure a vote on ratification 
or to get the senate to fix a day and 
hour when it would agree to vote upon 
the treaty. 


He was defeated in both purposes, 


and when the senate at last adjourned 
because of the absence of a Quorum 
he did not say whether he would make 
another effort again this session to se- 
cure further consideration, but it is 
generally supposed that he will. 


The feeling throughout the senate, 


among the friends as wall as the op- 
ponents of the treaty, is that any ef- 
fort to secure a vote will be futile. 


There are very few if any senators 


•who agree with the Ohio senator that 
it is possible to act finally during the 
present session, and <;7en the friends 
of the treaty admit that it must neces- 
sarily soon be laid aside for other busi- 
ness. 


The advocates of postponement were 


somewhat disappointed In trie size of 
the majority developed against 
them 


on the vote on Mr. N't ion's motion, 
but they say that the vote indicated no 
more for the treaty than against it, as 
several senators who oppose ratifica- 
tion voted against postponement on 
tho theory that it could be defeated by 
a direct vote at this time. 


Senator Sherman also rallied many 


of tho friends of tho treaty who had 
heretofore advised postponement, in- 
cluding Senators 
Allison 
and Frye, 


both of whom had given it as their 
opinion that It would be wise to defer 
further consideration until next ses- 
sion. 


The greater part of the session was 


consumed by Senators Teller and Dan- 
iel in opposition to an immediate vote. 
Speeches favorable to the treaty and 
the vote at this time were made by 
Senators Frye, IxKlge and Lindsay. 


The vote on the motion to postpone 


•was taken at G p. m. and resulted in 
the negative—20 to 30. After this vote 
there was no quorum, and tho time 
wns spent in vain effort to secure one.
